INNEW ORGANIZATION

Soclety of the 335th Infamtry has
Capt, Earl M. Cline, Former
Alliance, Man, at Its Head.

The “Soclety of the 356th Infan-
try"”, an organization former by the
active members who remajned with
the regiment during s stay in the
army of occupation, while stationed
at Saarburg, Germany, has opened
headquarters in Lineoln, Nebraska,
preparatory to opening the member-
ghip eampaign for men who belong-
ed at one time or another but who
left the regiment before they had the
opportunity of becoming a member
of the permanent organization,

Every man who served honorably
at any time with the 356th Infaniry
is eligible to membership and is in-
vited to get in touch wtih the head-
quarters. More than a thonsand
members were enrolled at the first
series of meetings in Germany after
which work had to be delayed on
account of the movement home of
the Elghty-ninth division.

The Soclety s preparing now to
publish for its members a complete
roster of all men who were with the
regiment at any time as well as list
of casualties and the reprinted his-
tory of the Divigion and regiment as
published in Germany. It is intend-
ed 10 hold the first convention this
fall—probably in Lincoln, Omaha,
or Kansas City on or about Novem-
ber 11, the exact place and date to
be made publioc later, and it is hoped
and expected that a large majority of
the five thousand men enrolled
